England. However, since there are many people who 
are only nominal Catholics in France and Italy, and 
yet are included in his statistics as Catholics, we have 
no complaint to make; but the number of people in 
Germany and in England, who are not even baptized 
Christians, is many times greater than that of nomi- 
nal Catholics in France and Italy. 

Moreover, a large percentage of those in England, 
who are called Protestant, resent that classification. 
The High Church Party has Catholic tendencies and 
wants to be known as Catholic. 3 

The Pennsylvania gentleman also lists the Greeks 
as a united body against the Roman Catholies. As a 
matter of fact, this is the crudest fiction. There are 
fourteen separate Eastern churches, very much dis- 
united. Then, the Greeks indignantly repudiate being 
classed on the Protestant side. They have the same 
conception of the Church that Catholics have, though 
they place their Patriarch on a par with the Pope. 
They have the same seven sacraments, which we have; 
they have the Mass; from the Protestant viewpoint 
they should be set down as most superstitious and 
idolatrous, because they honor the saints and their 
images more than Roman Catholics do. Mr. Hohman 
greatly exaggerates the number of Greeks, as will be 
seen from the above statistics.

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WHAT HAVE YOU DONE FOR SOULS? 


The Catholic Convert for June contains a leading article of peculiar 
interest to us. From ascertainable figures, and the deduction’ that can 
reasonably be drawn from them, the organ of the Catholic Converts 
League of New York City concludes that the number of converts in the 
United Statee during the year 1915 was probably as high as 45,000. 

This general figure is made more definite for ue when we learn that in 
the sixty-oine dioceses of which alone we have figures the average of con- 
versions for the year 1915 was one convert to every 42§.o0f the Catholic 


population. Some cities do not come up to this average, others are we — 


ahead of t. Thus fn Cincinnati the proportion was Ofie convert to every 
$13 Catholics; in Omaha, one to every 280; in Louisville, one to evary 271; 
in Indianapolis, one to every 221, and in Columbus, Olio, one to every 170 
Catholics. This last is a record which every city should strive to equal or 
surpass. 

it is well to hold wp for our admiration the work aceomplished by the 
Church in the past, under the guidance and by the strength of the Holy 
Spirit of God. It is well likewise to make known for our consolation the 
great things achieved by her in the present, for the arm of God is not 
shortened and His Spirit is still poured forth into the bearts of men. But 
the pertinent question which the reader’s conscience should ask of him is: 
“What have you done in the past to bring about the extension of God's 
kingdom upon carth?” . 

Here is a fruitful subject for self-examination. Amd@ the question to 
which it should inevitably lead is even more important; “What are you 
going to do in the future?” 

There is no possible means of ever knowing in full, on this side of the 
grave, the actual suecess we have had in promoting the salvation of souls 
and the extension of the kingdom of Got, unless He Himself should reveal 
it to us. It is moreover especially meritorious to labor for His glory with- 
out knowing the success We are achieving. But one thing we can know, 
and that is the effort we have made to bring souls to Christ. On this point 
therefore we can profitably examine ourselves, and here we can form our 
resolutions, relying entirely upon the help of God. 

In laboring for souls our strength lies precisely in our weakness. It 
enables us to confess our helplessness and nothingness. Hum lity is the 
first condition to make us fit instruments for the Hand God thay He may 
use us in carrying out His great designs. So we do not it hard to give 
to Him alone the glory, cheerfully acknowledging that when we have done 
everything we are only unprofitable*servants. It is our humility on the 
one hand, and the intensity-of our love on the other, which are the two 
mighty factors in laboring for souls. 

God indeed may turn to the highest account even our simplest actions 
when performed in this spirit. “Pick up a pin from the motive of love”, 
says the Little Flower in her own delightful way, “and you may thereby 
convert a soul.” 

The conversions that may be due to our prayers, our sacrifices, our 
daily or frequent communions, and to the purity of our intention in every- 
thing we do, beginning with a fervent morning offering, can probably never 
be realized by us here upon earth. “You tell me you wish to see the fruit 
of your efforts”, says the Little Flower again. “That id precisely what 
Jesus would hide from you.” It is sufficient for us to glory, with the 
Apostle, in our infirmities. 

But there are likewise more direct efforts to be made, where we enter 
into personal contact with souls. Here, perchance, our prayers, combined 
with our words and example and the literature judiciously distributed or 
recommended by us may visibly produce their result by the grace of God. 
We eannot be too sealous for God's glory, but neither must we nezilect to 
make use of all the ekill and tact which are necessary in that most deli- 
cate of operations which deals with human souls. Have We done all we 
could for the souls of those with whom we have personally come into con- 
tact? Are the eyes of Christ perhaps looking reproachfally upon us? If 
so, we will hasten to make amends fn the spirit of joy and donfidence, trust- 
ing in Hits goodness always. 

How effective is the apostolate of the Catholic press alone! Have we 
used it to best advantage for souls? An intelligent, gealous Catholic 
weekly paper is a weekly miestonary. A monthly magazine, inflamed with 
eagerness for the cause of Christ, comes as an apostie to speak to the soul. 
A good book, chosen with a view of the particular needs of an individual, 
may appeal to him as a message from the Spirit of God; a@s a new pre- 
cursor of Christ to prepare the way for Him. 

There is again the apostolate of the Catholic missions in foreign lands. 
Who knows what mighty works may be wrought by our alms, accompanied 
by our prayers? Think of the many millions of infants baptized through 
the aid of the Holy Childhood alone. The five dollars spent for the pur- 
chasing of a heathen child may be to us no such very gréat matter, but 
we cannot measure the results God may athieve through their means. 
The work God accomplishes through us is not to be measured by our 
talents, our wealth or our physical strength. 

We might thus continue to speak ofthe hundred and ome apostolates 
which have already been mentioned in these pages. They are all for souls, 
for souls, for souls. The Lord does not ask of us that we undertake chem 
all, but some part at least we should have In them. Our hatids must not be 
empty when the Master calls.
